A document (available to the purchaser) records a statement of Miss Belle Ada MacDonald, 
who inherited the bust from her father, to the effect that this bust was given to her father, 
James Wilson Alexander MacDonald, by the sculptor Clark Mills, who received it from 
George Washington Parke Custis, grandson of Martha Washington. The document further 
states that this bust is one of two plaster casts made by the eminent eighteenth century 
French sculptor Jean Antoine Houdon from his clay model of George Washington. The 
bust was exhibited for some time by Tiffany and Co., when they occupied premises at 
Union Square, New York, and was valued at that time at a very high figure. Two other 
documents (also available to the purchaser) comprise a deed of sale from Mr, MacDonald 
to his daughter of models, busts and other effects including the present bust, as well as a 
will bequeathing property including “bust of George Washington modeled by the French 
sculptor, Jean Antoine Houdon, in the year seventeen hundred and eighty-five (1785) from 
life at Mt. Vernon, Virginia.”
